The Gentlemen have iafinuated in Scor- 
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I tale upon me to affirm, they cannot 
that Queftion in the Houſe; if any 
ſhould move it, they cannot enter on the 
Debate ; they ſhake their own Foundation 
in the very thought, every Motion is an 
Earthquake under the Pillars of the Houſe, 
and the Moment they ſhould do it, they 
would, like Sampſon, pull it down upon 
their own Heads. 

The Parliament of Britain cannot enter 
into an Enquiry, whether they are a Par 
liament or no z for their being a Parliament 
only gives them Power to be there. Nom, 
how will they come to be a Parliament-—» 
And enquiring into this, Vill bring me 
another Abſurdity of Mr. Won——s, CY 
That this Unton is an entire diffolving the 
Conſtitution of Scotland, and ſurrendring 
it bound Hand and Foot into the abſolute 
Diſpoſe of the Engliſh. This is ſuch a Con- 
tradition, and ſo plainly clear'd by the 
Treaty, that no Man can think ſo roughly, 
bat be that on Purpoſe ſhuts his Eyes againtt 
his Reaſog. l' ftate it by Way of Que- 
ſtion and Anſwer ; the Catechiſm is ſhort, 
let no Man be loth to learn it. 

. What is is conſtirutes the Farliamem 
of Britain ? a 

A. The Union. Let any Man give another 
Anſwer to it, if he can. 

2. How is it conſtituted? 

A. By Treaty, between two Nations by 
their Heads and Repreſentatives, (v. 
The QUEEN aad Parliament of each King- 


dom. : 

L, How do they bring it to paſs ? 

A. By mutually diffulving their reſpeRtive 
Canſitutions, and forming one general 
Conftitution upon a Treaty of Equalities 
and Equivalents ; the S:ipulatiovs of which 
Treaty are agreed to be the conftituent 
Part of the ſubſequent Body. 

£2. Upon what Right do the preſent re- 
ſpe&bue Parliaments depend ? 

A. The natural Right of the Freeholders 
of both Kingdoms, which intitles them by 
the poſſeſſion of their Lands to have the 
free Exerciſe, and Power of making the 
Laws, by which they are to be govern'd. . 

O. Does not this new Conſtitution deſtroy 
aher Kig bt? : 

A. Not at all, but reſerving that Right,

I think, this Connection is plain, and 
very jaft ; and as it will admit no Obje- 
Qion, ſo it howe vet briogs me to the next 


thing of Courſe, which the other Gentle- 


men are driven to by the Neceſſity of the 
Argument, 

And that is, that the Parliament ot Scot- 
land, and by Conſequence that of England 
too, have not a Power to go into this U- 
nion — And Mr. . ſays, p. 62. ** That 
« "tis not in the Power of the Scots Parlia- 
ment to conclude ſuch an Unioo, with- 
* out a manifeft Violation of Truſt, and 
* without doing a manifeſt Act of Injuſtice, 
„ Oppreſfion and Uſurpation, againſt the 
“ Fundamental Rights and Liberties of this 
© free Nation. 3 

Tbis is pleading to the Juriſdictions of a 
Court, which in all Ages, all Courts of Ju- 
tice, tho” inferiour far to Parliaments, do 
not allow : And the Partiament or Govern- 
ment of Scotland needs not atall, that I ſhould 
defend or explain what they bave, or baye 
not Power to do. 

But Tfball ſpeak two things ber 
Firft, how abſurdly do theſe Meg argue 7 
They will not allow, the Parliameat of 
Scotia can break into the Conflitut ion, or 
meddfe wich che Fundamentals; and yet 
they will have it be, that the Parliameat 
of Britain ſhall have Power to undo its own 
Fonndation, and break the Articles of Uni- 
on, by which it is to have its Being. This 
is not fair Dealing at all. 

But a little Help will reconcile all this. 
It is moſt true, and I graat ic readily, that 
the Goverament of no Nation can take 
away the original Right of the 5 and 
Jam perſwaded, the Parliament of Scorlayd 
will not take it in, if I V, they cannot 
make a Law, that the Freeholders cf S$cor- 


land ſhall nor have a Right to be govern'd 
by their own Laws, that is a Voice in the

To bring this Home ; tis not in the Po- 
wer of Parliament to diſpoſſeſa any Free- 
holder without Convict ion of a Crime com- 
mitted, of his Right of being repreſented; 
and yet cis in the Power of Parliament to 
diſpoſſeſs all the Barrou Towns, Cities 
aud Corporations in Brain, of theic Right 
of being repreſented at all.
